Justice in Dissenting Opin- 


ion Points to Dangers— 


The Bu.-k Case. 


Washington, March 11.—The court 


of appeals of the District of Columbia 
today modified and affirmed the opin- 
ion of Justice Gould, of the supreme 
court of the District, enjoining 
the 


American Federation of Labor, Sam- 
uel Gompers, and others from publish- 
ing in the "We don't patronize" list 
the name'of. the Bucks 
Stove and 


Range company, of St. Louis. 


The opinion, which 
was handed 


down by Justice Robb. holds that the 
decree of Judge Gould should be mod- 
ified to the extent, that there should 
be eliminated from the decree the re- 
striction of the labor organization and 
the other defendants from "mention- 
ing, writing or referring" to the busi- 
ness of the Bucks Stove and Range 
company or its customers. Otherwise, 
the decree is

holds that the "combination" and boy- 
cott in furtherance thereof and the 
publication in the "We don't patron- 
ize" list in aid of the boycott is Illegal. 


Limit to Restraint. 


The court held that the defendants

Other C. ft. D. Cities 


There are other cities besides Chica go and Detroit that'have made the Hanger 


signal iu public ownership of electrical plants. 


Such cities are not limited to those of the first class in size or to those .of the 


experimenting newer regions of the country in location. 


There is Norwich, Conn., a city of about 20,000 people, located in "the land of 


steady habits." 


In 1905, it is stated, Norwich purchased the local gas and electric plants, the 


amount invested being $590,000. Three years later the electric generation plant 
was shut down and a contract for current was made with a private company. When 
the plants had been under city management for a yeai1 Martin E. Jensen, ex- 
treasurer of the city, stated that, after allowing every possible credit to the city 
and setting aside only 5"per cent for depreciation, the loss on the electric plant for 
thirteen mouths was $16,723. 


In closing the article in which this statement appeared, Mr. Jensen wrote: 


"Examination of local municipal accounting covering a period from 1867 


to 1905 convinced me that cities conducting their affairs through unpaid and 
untrained commissioners run hopelessly into debt; because appropriations are 
overspent." 


Mr. Jensen is not the only city official, in position to know, who has come to 


like conclusions, as we shall see. 


Prom Wisconsin comes the published statement that "municipal ownership has 


been tried recently and abandoned by a number of Wisconsin cities—Racine, She- 
boygau, Appletou and White Water." 


Here are four Wisconsin towns of 32,000, of 24,000, of 17,000, and of 3,000 in 


the order named. Towns of the very size to get from municipal ownership of pub- 
lic utilities all the virtues that therein exist. 


Even from far-off Winipeg comes the signal, its wireless 'C. Q. D. 
The Wall 


Street Journal, of the 25th ult, says in regard to Winipeg's municipal electrical 
plant: 


"The sudden revelations that the work thus far done on Winipeg's high 


power plant has been done at a huge excess over private estimates has caused 
a sensation. The city council has asked the county court to investigate the en- 
tire situation and ascertain why it has cost the city $210,000 to acquire what 
two responsible firms offered to do for $129,000."

The reaction against the craze of years ago for municipal ownership in Eng-, 


land has been steadily felt for some time. Speaking of this, Municipal Ownership 
in its February issue says: 


"Municipal indebtedness resulting from taking over public service utili- 


ties has become so burdensome iu England that it is seriously suggested to 
avoid payment of interest by redeeming the bonds with non-interest bearing 
municipal notes.

• a smooth cake is formed, then cut into shape with a small biscuit 


cutter or tea raddy lid. l^y in a greased biscuit pan and bake in 
a hot oven. 
If you havs no cream, rub a spoonful lard or buffer 


• Jft the prepared flour before adding a cupful sour milk with the 
;•" *oda. Keep the dough as soft, as possible so that the biscuit, will

Al! the 
major umpire? are on -to it and the bat- 
ter always runs the risk of being called 
out for interference. 


When a man is on first and wants to 


steal, the batter will pass the 0. K. to 
his sign. 
As the bail comes whizzing 


toward the plate it is up to the batsrnan 
to swing wildly, but miss 
connecting. 


Then he carelessly frlnga his bat back 
nver his shoulder and always aims to 
have it directly in the throwing path 
of .the catcher. 


A man who can do that stunt success- 


fully is a terror to catchers. 
Unless the 


umpire is exceptionally vigilant he can- 
not declare the batter out for Interfer- 
ence, for 
the trick 
is 
worked 
very 
smoothly. 


The player who has to do this on orders 


from the manager often hates to, for the 
catcher may be a good fellow. 
One ball 


player will not do anything to help an- 
other at the expense, of his own team, 
but most of them refrain from what is 
termed "dirty" baseball.
